fronted -with the claim that these .peo- 
ple, , in. r.their. living ,and dealing and

•we .often hear these comparisons, of 
character very much to the detriment

In the vote which 
followed 


Spokane and Reno each received one 


- vote and Boise received three. Gover- 
nor Sparks, who represented Nevada,' 
voting of course for Reno. As Boise 
had received a majority of the caucus, 
and'- Spokane withdrew in favor of 
Boise it was concluded that Reno had 
also been withdrawn, while^'this- was 
not '.actually -done, the delegation: fear- 
ed that some accusations of bad faith 
might be ;made against our governor 
and concluded It was best not to pre- 
sent Reno as a candidate, and at-,the 
final vote cast its twenty votes for the 
aspirant of .our sister state of Idaho. 


There is no doubt, but that .Reno 


could have secured t the congress had 
the delegation been certain that our 
city could accommodate the immense 
crowd. 
While'there is- no 'question 


but .with Its customary . energy Reno 
would have, risen, to the occasion, yet 
it was a huge undertaking to- assure 
2000 delegates ample "accommodations 
and funds aggregating at least $15,000 
to carry the session .to as successful a 
conclusion as had the ,,CIty of Ogden. 


Reno is now passing through a pe- 


riod, of transition from town to city

ter dollars worth of -building In course
